ALGONQUIN PARK OF ONTARIO 


In the opinion of men who have travelled extensively in quest of 
out-door pleasures, there is no region on the North American 
continent which can surpass the Algonquin Park of Ontario in 
opportunities afforded to the angler and the canoeist. This great 
playground, with its area of approximately 3,000 square miles, 
has been a reserve for twenty-five years. Heavily wooded with 
pine, balsam, spruce and tamarack, and with more than fifteen 
hundred lakes and streams within its boundaries, the park possesses 
all those characteristics which go to make up an ideal playground 
for the people and a sanctuary and breeding ground for wild 
life. The lumberman and the trapper might have completely 
spoiled this wonderful region but a far-sighted Provincial 
Government decided that a territory so attractive should not be 
permanently marred by the encroachment of men with destructive 
designs, but should instead be set aside for all time for the people 
and as a refuge for the creatures of the wild. 


Algonquin Park is Visited by Anglers from all sections of the Continent. 


The first season under the new regime, in which hunting and 
trapping was prohibited, saw a notable increase in wild life. With 
the passing of each year the supply of game has become noticeably 
larger. This is especially the case with regard to the beaver. 
Virginia deer have also become very abundant, notwithstanding 
the fact that large hunting parties are to be found each year just 
outside the boundaries of the Park. Having roamed unmolested 
the deer have lost much of ther fear of mankind, and splendid 
pictures are taken of them by hundreds of people, not expert 
photographers, who spend their vacations in cruising from lake to 
lake through the vast chain of waterways. Included among the 
fur-bearing animals in the reserve are the otter, mink, martin, 
fisher, raccoon, lynx, fox, ermine, muskrat, skunk, wolf and bear. 

The Grand Trunk Railway System has co-operated with the 
Provincial Government in restocking with fish all waters that 
showed any tendency to become depleted. 

Among the special varieties of fish to be caught are the genuine 
square-tailed brook trout, red-spotted or speckled; the gamey black 
bass of the small-mouthed variety, ranging from half a pound to 
four pounds, and the black-spotted salmon trout, or its near 
relative, the grey trout. 
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The Highland Inn, on Cache Lake. 


The park is easily accessible by the Grand Trunk Railway 
from all parts of the United States and Canada. It is about 
two hundred miles north of Toronto and one hundred and 
sixty-nine miles west of Ottawa, the Capital of the Dominion. 
It is about six hundred miles from New York City, a little less 
from Boston, Mass., about seven hundred miles from Chicago, 
Ill., and about nine hundred miles from St. Louis, Mo. 


The Park is on the very ridge of the famed ‘‘Highlands of Ontario.” 
Its altitude above sea level averages 1,700 feet, while some of the 
lakes in the Park are 2,000 feet above the sea. Its tonic air filters 
through millions of acres of pine. The days are unusually long in 
this region, with warm, balmy sunshine, and in the evening coats 
and warm wraps are required out of doors. The fragrant bush, 
through which roads and trails are constantly being extended, the 
tree-fringed lakes, disturbed only by sportive bass or trout or the 
swish of the paddle, the serenity, the impressiveness, and the beauty 
of it all combine to place the visitor under the spell of this wonderful 
natural domain. 


The accommodation in the park is such that the mosts varied 
tastes can be pleased. There are hotels, including the well-known 
“Highland Inn,” for those who want to be in the wilderness, yet 
enjoy all the comforts of good service and social companionship. 
There are log cabin camps, Nominigan Camp and Camp Minnesing, 
comfortably furnished and ideal for family parties, with central 
lodges, containing recreation and dining-rooms, where you will 
find everything ready for you on your return from fishing excursion 
or tramp. If you have planned to camp under your own canvas 
you may step into a canoe at one of the little railway stations, and 
after a short paddle find a site unmarred by the hand of man, yet 
within easy reach of the park outfitting stores. Many families go 
into the park expressly for the camping, making their headquarters 
at the hotels long enough to get supplies and camping outfit ready 
for the trip. 


The Highland Inn is open the year round and is a centre during 
the winter season for all those sports for which the Canadian climate 
is so well suited. For reservations at the Highland Inn, Nominigan 
Camp and Camp Minnesing apply to Mr. N. T. Clarke, Manager, 
Algonquin Park Station, Ontario. Attached to the Highland Inn 
is an outfitting store where everything requisite for the camping 
and fishing trip may be purchased or rented, including canoes, 
provisions, etc. Arrangements will also be made for guides on 
application to the manager of the Highland Inn.

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THE MUSKOKA LAKES 


This most famous of Canadian resort districts is reached 
through Muskoka Wharf Station (112 miles north of Toronto 
and 212 miles from Buffalo, N.Y.), and to this point run the 
through Muskoka trains. Connecting with these trains are 
the steamboats which serve all the resorts on the three lovely 
lakes, Muskoka, Rosseau and Joseph, which are known to 
travellers as “The Muskoka Lakes.”’ The Muskoka region’s 
popularity is an enduring one and its charms are never for- 
gotten by the visitor. When you enter the district you are 
amazed at the extent of the lakes, which appear so small on 
the map. Then the multitude of islands and the diversified 
shore line cause you to wonder how the captains of the lake 
steamboats pilot their vessels so swiftly and safely through the 
maze. Against the steep woodlands nestle pretty cottages, 
hotels and summer villas, and these charming summer homes 
harmonize with their surroundings of blue waters and leafy woods. 


On Lake Muskoka. 


In Muskoka there is absolute immunity from hay fever. This is a 
paradise for any man or woman fond of a canoe or a launch, while 
everywhere in this region there is good fishing and bathing in safe 
waters, and fine opportunities for a game of golf or tennis. 

Some years ago it was found that the fishing in the Muskoka Lakes 
was running out and a system of re-stocking was commenced. The 
Provincial Government have from year to year deposited several 
thousand of bass fry, while the Dominion Government deposited 
several thousand of Atlantic salmon fry. There is now in operation 
each season at Port Carling a pickerel hatchery, from which the lakes 
receive several millions of pickerel fry. As a result, the fishing in 
Muskoka Lakes has been very much improved within the last few 
years, and many fine catches are now made. There are many small 
lakes, tributary to the Muskoka Lakes, that have good fishing. 
Near Beaumaris, Leonard Lake and Brandy Lake contain black 
bass and pickerel. Near the Royal Muskoka Hotel there is Sucker 
Lake, Bruce Lake, Watson Lake and Bass Lake, where there is good 
bass fishing. In Lake Joseph the finest specimens of trout are 
caught, deep water trolling. Tributary to Lake Joseph are Clear 
Lake, White Fish Lake, Trout Lake, Long Lake, Black Lake, 
Turtle Lake and Blackstone Lake, in all of which will be found lake 
trout and small mouth bass. Good fishing in the Moon River, 
near Bala. Muskoka has more than seventy places at which the 
visitor can stay, so that it offers a wide variety of accommodation. 
(Hotel list on page 42). 
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Bring Your Camera to the ‘‘Highlands of Ontario’’. 


One of the most interesting and picturesque eighteen-hole golf 
courses in Canada is situated at Beaumaris, on the Muskoka 
Lakes, within an hour’s sail of Muskoka Wharf and the through 
trains of the Grand Trunk. The scenic surroundings are superb— 
Lake Muskoka on one side and Milford Bay on the other, with 
beautiful stretches of woodland. The course is kept in splendid 
condition by the Beaumaris Golf and Tennis Association, and is in 
the centre of a district of magnificent summer homes. Very reason- 
able fees are charged by the Association for playing privileges, and 
hotel accommodation is had right at the links, where the Beaumaris 
Hotel is situated. The general layout of the course is admirable. 
There are five one-shot holes, a couple of long ones, respectively 
467 and 476 yards, with a good sprinkling of 300-yard holes. The 
bogey of the course is 72. 

The newly improved golf links at the Royal Muskoka Hotel 
represent the last word in a nine-hole course. Every green is well 
watered and in perfect condition. After beginning his play at No. 1 
tee, now directly in front of the hotel, the observant golfer as he 
pursues his ball is charmed by the ever-changing aspect of lake and

island view. Several hundred yards have been added to the old 
course and the natural hazards make it as sporty a course as a 
critic ever played over. In addition, it possesses rare charm, because 
of its picturesque location. A competent instructor is present 
throughout the season. 


Within a short distance of the Monteith House, at Rosseau, 
Muskoka Lakes, a first-class nine-hole golf course has been laid out. 
It is now in its fifth season, and improvements and additions have 
made it very popular with visitors to Muskoka. It is a course of 
2,150 yards, and is under skilled and careful management. Two 
new courses are being opened this season. The Windermere Golf 
and Country Club at Windermere and the Port Carling Golf and 
Country Club near Port Carling. 


In the variety of excellent accommodation offered to the visitor, 
Muskoka has few rivals among resort districts. You may take a 
choice of hotels, ranging from the modest to the fashionable, of 
boarding-houses, of peaceful country homes or of cozy island cottages. 


The Royal Muskoka Hotel, located on Lake Rosseau, is one of 
the finest summer hotels in Canada. The hotel has accommodation 
for three hundred guests. The Beaumaris Hotel is admirably 
situated on Lake Muskoka and has a large clientele. Golfing, 
tennis, bathing, boating and fishing bring each year to this resort 
hundreds of visitors from all parts of the continent. Few resort 
hotels enjoy a wider reputation for good service than the Monteith 
House, at Rosseau. It is modern in all its appointments, steam- 
heated, hot and cold running water in every room, private baths, 
electric light, massive open fire-places. The Monteith House is 
open the year round. 


Among the larger resort houses are the Elgin House, Cleveland’s 
House and Windermere. ‘There are scores of other well-kept hotels 
offering good food, airy rooms and a variety of attractions.

Within a few hours’ journey of their own doors lie regions 
where perfect immunity from hay fever is assured. These regions are the 


Muskoka Lakes District, the Georgian Bay District, the Lake of Bays 
District, the Timagami Region, Algonquin Park, Lake Nipissing and French 
River, and the Kawartha Lakes District. They are all situated in the 
“Highlands of Ontario,’ and are described in this publication.

LAKE OF BAYS 


Huntsville, Ontario, 146 miles north of Toronto, is the gate- 
way to the Lake of Bays region. This territory is surpass- 
ingly beautiful, comprising some of the _ loveliest water 
stretches in this country of lakes. The Grand Trunk trains connect 
with a flotilla of lake steamboats serving all the territory. 

Those in search of health will find the purity of air and general 
surroundings most beneficial. Being at an altitude of 1,000 feet 
above the sea level, there is no hay fever and sufferers from that 
complaint find immunity here. Perfumed breezes blow across the 
lake at all hours of the day and night. You may bathe in its cool 
waters, enjoy a game of golf, take boating excursions to the various 
points along its shore line and catch its fine bass and trout. The 
murmur of gentle waters is everywhere interwoven with a whispering 
of trees. Speckled trout, salmon trout and black bass are plentiful in 
these waters, while whitefish, salmon trout and speckled trout are 
found in great quantities in the waters of the surrounding lakes. 


The Bigwin Inn, Lake of Bays, is Canada’s Largest Summer Resort Hotel. 


High up in the rugged hills, 200 feet above the Lake of Bays, 
lies Hollow Lake, famous for its fishing. Trout only are caught 
in these waters. Species: Grey trout, 5 to 35 pounds; salmon 
trout, 1 to 5 pounds; brook trout (square tails), up to 5 pounds. 
Dorset is the point where passengers leave steamer for their 
fishing and hunting trips to this far-famed lake and surroundings. 
A portage of 314 miles is necessary between Dorset and Hollow 
Lake. Guides, canoes and supplies, etc., can be obtained. at 
Dorset by those who desire to spend a few days fishing or hunting. 
Telephone connection between Dorset and ‘Mountain Trout 
House,” also “Fisherman’s Retreat.” 

On the lower lakes, such as the Lake of Bays itself, passengers 
on the steamers can often see the trout jumping. Good catches 
of salmon trout are made with the troll in deep waters of these 
gigantic basins. 

Fishing permits may be obtained from officers of Game and 
Fisheries or from the Department, Legislative Building, Toronto, 
Ont. Permits may also be obtained from Mr. Fred A. Haines, 
Huntsville, Ont.; Mr. C. J. C. Crump, Ronville, Fox Point, Lake 
of Bays, Ont.; Mr. W. D. Gouldie, Dwight, Lake of Bays, Ont.; 
Mr. E. B. Speers, Dorset, Lake of Bays, Ont.; and at the Hotel 
Wawa and the Bigwin Inn. :

Partridge and duck, as well as other species of game birds, are 
plentiful throughout the district. To assure success in partridge 
hunting, dogs are a necessity; guides, however, may be procured who 
have hunting dogs. Deer, bear and other large game may also be 
found in abundance, both in this and adjacent districts. Owing to 
the Lake of Bays district abutting on the Algonquin Provincial 
Park (a Government game reservation of nearly three thousand 
square miles), there will always be good hunting in the district, 
making it a most desirable place for locating permanent hunters’ 
camps, cottages, etc. 

Golfing on links swept by the pine-scented breezes of the North- 
land is one of the attractions which is yearly drawing lovers of the 
Royal and Ancient game from all parts of the continent to the 
territory served by the Grand Trunk Railway, and in the Lake of Bays 
district are the Norway Point golf links, near the Wawa and Bigwin 
Inn Hotels. The fifty acres of cleared hills, sloping down to the 
lake, are entirely free of rocks, and make an excellent nine-hole golf 
course, even in the dampest of seasons, while the views from the 
links are beautiful. There is also a nine hole golf course at The 
Britannia Resort, Lake of Bays. 

The charms of the Lake of Bays region have attracted an ever- 
increasing number of discriminating travellers. For their comfort 
there have been erected several splendid hotels in addition to a 
large number of modest hostelries and boarding houses. 

There has been opened for the season of 1920, in the Lake of 
Bays, the Bigwin Inn, the largest and most modern enterprise of its 
kind in the Dominion. The Inn comprises a series of buildings 
substantial in character and beautiful in design. The materials 
used are concrete and stone, the whole enterprise being modelled 
with a view to making it practically fireproof. The Bigwin Inn 
has accommodation for five hundred guests. It is designed on 
such a scale, and its facilities for recreation are so large and so varied, 
that every guest is assured of the maximum of comfort. The whole 
of Bigwin Island, with its scores of woodland trails leading down to 
the water’s edge, forms a summer domain such as few hotels in the 
world possess. 

Another famous hotel is The Wawa. This charming house was 
designed especially for the accommodation of those who do not wish 
to be bothered with the cares of housekeeping in a cottage or villa, 
and desire the rest that is found in a life of ease at a resort where a 
high standard of hotel service is maintained. The ‘‘Wawa” con- 
tains 153 rooms, arranged so that they may be occupied singly or 
en suite. Complete description of this exceptional region may be 
found in the Lake of Bays folder issued by the Grand Trunk Railway 
Be (For list of boarding-houses and hotels see page 43 of this 
ook let. 
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THE 30,000 ISLANDS OF GEORGIAN BAY 


Penetang, Ontario (101 miles north of Toronto and 201 
miles from Buffalo, N.Y.), is the chief gateway to the 30,000 
Islands of the Georgian Bay—an excellent vacation territory, 
and one of the best fishing districts on the continent. The Grand 
Trunk trains connect with the steel steamer “‘Waubic’’of the 
Northern Navigation Company’s fleet, which calls at all the 
important points in the region between Penetang and Parry Sound. 

The whole journey through the Georgian Bay is one of panoramic 
variety, including shaded nooks, wave-lashed shores, with rocky 
forest depths. The Archipelago, which is an arm of Lake Huron, 
consists of something like thirty-two thousand islands, ranging in 
size from several square miles down to the size of a dining-table. 
The territory abounds with good fishing grounds and game sites. 
There are hotels which accommodate varying numbers of guests, and 
the food served at these island hotels includes all of the wild game 
and fish native to these regions. 


Angling for the Sportive Trout. 


Penetang itself is a most interesting point and the scene of 
many historic events. It has a beautiful harbor, surrounded by 
terraced banks, and is much frequented by those planning vacations 
on the islands of the bay. Penetang is also a good location for the 
angler, the fishing grounds being easy of access. Camping supplies 
of all kinds, boats and launches may be obtained at moderate rates. 

Honey Harbor is the first call after leaving Penetang on the 
tour through the 30,000 Islands. It is in the heart of one of the 
finest fishing grounds where bass, pickerel and maskinonge are 
plentiful, and lake trout are caught weighing from ten to fifteen 
pounds. The hotels furnish first-class accommodation at moderate 
rates, and include ‘The Royal,” with accommodation for two 
hundred people, and ‘The Victoria,’ with accommodation for 
ninety guests, both hotels having a high reputation. Among the 
attractions other than fishing, this district offers fine canoe routes 
for long and short trips among the many islands and amid fascinating 
scenery. Speedy motor launches, sail boats and all kinds of craft 
make aquatics a dominating pastime for those who love this branch 
of sport. Excellent bathing beaches and fine tennis courts 
are also provided. Indian guides to pilot you to the best fishing 
grounds are available, and all fishing requisites, ete., can be had at 
local stores. 
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S.S. Waubic serves Georgian Bay Resorts. 


At Minnecog, the next call after Honey Harbor, is the 
Minnecoganashene summer resort. This wooded island has a 
shore line of about three miles. It may modestly be called beautiful. 
The main house of the resort is situated on the highest point of the 
island and commands splendid views in every direction. The 
group of buildings includes a number of cottages where the visitor 
may enjoy the quiet of a cottage home, and at the same time joi 
in the social life of a well-furnished hotel. The resort is in every 
respect high-class. The fishing is excellent, and the sailing, boating 
and canoeing are all that can be desired. In addition to a number 
of sailing, rowboats and canoes, two gasoline launches are kept for 
picnics, fishing parties and excursions. The bathing is. perfect. 
There is a sandy beach where the children are safe, also deep water 
for swimmers, and from June to September the temperature of the 
water is delightful. There is a large octagonal dancing-room to

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afford amusement for the guests in the evening. As a health 
peagnls the air is invigorating and conducive to health and refreshing 
sleep. 

After leaving Minnecog the steamer enters a labyrinth of islands 
and follows channels that wind sinuously between rocks. These 
channels again expand into lakes studded with islands. Calls are 
made at Whalen’s, Go-Home Bay, Wahwahtaysse, Manitou, 
Copperhead, Sans Souci and Rose Point. 

Sans Souci is situated at the mouth of the Moon River, and 
the waters in the vicinity are considered among the finest fishing 
grounds in Ontario. There is an excellent hotel. Sans Souci is 
the headquarters for those wishing to do the Moon River, where 
famous hunting and fishing grounds are found. Black bass, pickerel 
and lake trout are plentiful, while there is an abundance of deer, 
bear, muskrat, partridge and duck. 

Rose Point Summer Resort is beautifully situated on the inside 
channel. The hotel has recently been rebuilt and has accommoda- 
tion for one hundred people, with hot and cold water in every room. 
Desirable cottage sites can be obtained at Rose Point at reasonable 
terms. For reservations at the hotel and further information 
regarding cottage sites, etc., write W. F. Thomson, Rose Point, 
Ontario. 


The Royal Hotel at Honey Harbor. 


Parry Sound is a town built upon the granite hills where the 
Sequin River empties into the Sound. There is a variety of hotel 
accommodation here, and many beautiful sidetrips can be made to 
points within easy reach by steamer. 

From Rose Point and Parry Sound connection is made with 
the Grand Trunk Railway System for Maple Lake Station (a 
distance of fifteen miles), and thence by stage line (eight miles) 
to Port Cockburn, at the head of Lake Joseph, or by stage line 
(twelve miles) to Rosseau, at the head of Lake Rosseau. From 
Rosseau the traveller may proceed by steamer through the Muskoka 
Lakes, one of the most magnificent districts in the “Highlands of 
Ontario,” to Muskoka Wharf, and thence by Grand Trunk Railway 
System to starting point. ; 

Waubaushene is one of the most popular points in the Georgian 
Bay district, although not a port of call on the steamship route 
between Penetang and Parry Sound. It is on the line of the Grand 
Trunk between Orillia and Midland, and is within four hours’ ride 
from Toronto. Hundreds of discriminating anglers go to this point 
each year for the black bass, maskinonge and salmon trout fishing. 
It is particularly favored by clubs from Buffalo, Pittsburg, Columbus 
and Chicago, as well as the larger Canadian centres. There are a 
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number of resort houses offering good accommodation, and trips 
may be made from this centre into a sporting district that is not 
excelled in the ‘Highlands of Ontario.” 


Wasago Beach is another favored spot in the Georgian Bay 
district, and is reached through Collingwood, ninety-four miles 
from Toronto and one hundred and ninety-four miles from Buffalo, 
on the Grand Trunk. Wasago Beach is renowned for its magnificent 
sandy beach, which is about one hundred feet wide and eight miles 
long. Here motorists can enjoy a driveway unexcelled in Canada. 
Parties leaving Toronto in motors at week-ends reach this resort 
over an excellent road in five hours, without exceeding the speed 
limit. You can leave Toronto also on the G.T.R. for Collingwood, 
and make the trip in about four hours, thence by motor car to 
the beach in half an hour. Wasago Beach has three good hotels, 
with moderate rates, and excellent opportunities are afforded for 
bathing, boating and fishing. Those desiring accommodation

during June, July and August would do well to secure reservations 
as early as possible. Special arrangements can be made for furnished 
cottages by communicating with M. P. Byrnes, Chairman Trans- 
portation Committee, Board of Trade, Collingwood, Ontario. 


Stayner, eighty-five miles from Toronto, is another tourist centre 
in this region. A four-mile drive along a well-gravelled country 
road brings one to the shore of the Nottawasaga Bay. ‘Two miles 
and a half farther down the beach is the first of three resorts which 
are fast becoming prominent among the most attractive summer 
resorts in Canada, viz.: Oakview, Pine Grove and Wasago Beach. 
Three motors run between the Central Hotel in Stayner and the 
Russell House at Pine Grove, two large touring cars serve the patrons 
of Capstan Inn at Wasago Beach, while several private cars with 
licensed chauffeurs are always available for any destination. These 
several conveyances meet all trains. 


NO PASSPORTS NEEDED. 


Tourists do not require passports to enter or permits to leave Canada 
and are assured of courteous treatment and a hearty welcome. 
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THE TIMAGAMI FOREST RESERVE 


The Government of the Province of Ontario has set aside a 
magnificent area of pine covered lake-land, containing 3,750,000 
acres, for the Timagami Forest Reserve. It is reached through 
Timagami Station, 300 miles north of Toronto and 400 miles from 
Buffalo, N.Y. This domain, stretching one-hundred miles from 
north to south and sixty miles from east to west, is just as 
Nature left it—beetling cliffs rising sheer hundreds of feet in the 
clear air; rolling hillsides clad in interminable green: islands and 
islets like emerald gems set in a field of bluest blue—and this it will 
be for the next, and the next, and succeeding generations, as no 
settlers nor lumbermen may enter into this care-free kingdom. 

Nestling in the midst of this green vastness of the Timagami 
Forest Reserve lies wondrous Lake Timagami, like some gigantic 
octopus, with its innumerable legs and arms and feelers, each one 
more sinuous and beautiful than the other, stretched out, east and 
west and north and south, into this wonderland of evergreen hills. 

Picture to yourself, if you can, this marvellous lake with its 1,600 
islands and islets. There are 1,259 of them surveyed and marked 
on the government map, ready for leasing to prospective cottagers. 
Visiting four islands each day and remaining forty days each year 
it would take you ten years to merely pay each island a flying 
visit. If you paddled around the shore-line of Lake Timagami vou 
would have a canoe trip from Halifax to Vancouver and on some 
two hundred miles into the Pacific Ocean, and yet the Lake is never 
more than two miles wide. A map of the district may be obtained 
on application to the General Advertising Department, Grand 
Trunk Railway, Montreal. 

This is the country of fish and game. If you want to obtain a 
fine moose-head for your den make arrangements to do your 
shooting in Timagami next autumn. If you want to fill your creel 
with the finest of speckled trout, real salvelinus fontinalis, you will 
find fishing to delight your heart. And so it goes on; purling 
brooklet, limpid lakelet, miles of balsam and of pine, and over all 
the arch of illimitable blue. 

You must not think that great hardships and much discomfort 
must be met in order to enjoy the mysteries of this wildwood 
elysium. The opposite is the fact. You travel in standard Pull- 
mans, carried on fast solid-vestibule trains right to the gateway of 
the Lake. On the station platform you will find the representatives 
of the Perron and Marsh Navigation Company, and of the Hotel 
Ronoco. They know all about Timagami. They will tell you just

where to go; how and where to catch fish, and any other infor- 
mation you may wish. Both the Perron & Marsh Navigation Com- 
pany and the Ronoco Hotel own and operate boats which connect 
with all trains and take you to any part of the lake you may desiire 

The Ronoco Hotel is situated on high ground a short distance 
from Timagami Station. In addition to furnishing good accommo- 
dation for sportsmen and transportation facilities to points on Lake 
Timagami, canoes, guides and every sort of supples, including 
fishing tackle, bedding, foodstutts, etc., may be obtained there. 
Mr. W. H. Guppy, who is in charge of the hotel, is thoroughly 
acquainted with all of the surrounding country and is in close touch 
with the Indian and white guides. 

Seventeen miles up the Lake i is found Bear Island. It is the heart 
of the octopus to which the lake has been compared. Every visitor 
should go to Bear Island. Standing on the wharf of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company on the Island you have time to draw breath, after the

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excitement of the wonderful trip up the North-east arm, and look 
about you. At your feet lap the wavelets of the ‘‘Deep Water,”’ 
the Indian name for Timagami. Down fifteen feet in its crystal 
depths you may catch a glimpse of a skulking bass. About you 
stands the Hudson’s Bay Post, not altogether what you might 
expect in this far northland, but a modern, up-to-the-minute, plate- 
glass fronted store. Farther up the hill looms the Roman Catholic 
Church, its spire a heaven-ward pointing finger; its bell tolling out 
in this far-away wilderness the story of fidelity and heroism wrapped 
up in the lives of those Jesuit Fathers who first carried the story of 
the Cross to the Indian tribes in these then unknown forest fastnesses. 
To your ear come the soft sounds of the Ojibway tongue. That 
group of Indian youths and damsels chatting at the door of the store

are lineal descendants of Hiawatha and Minnehaha. For it was 
from these Northern Ontario lakelands that the Ojibway chiefs came 
who told the Hiawatha legend to Schoolcraft, who repeated it to 
Longfellow, who enshrined it in those singing verses all English- 
speaking people know so well. 


At the Hudson’s Bay Post at Bear Island you will find the 
factor, Mr. R. D. Fraser. He will supply your every need. On 
his shelves will be found fresh groceries and provisions. So that 
you may live in this untouched wilderness and still enjoy the com- 
forts of civilization. Mr. Fraser knows all about fishing tackle, 
tourist’s supplies, canoes and guides, and he can plan an itinerary 
for you whereby you will be assured of a pleasant holiday and plenty 
of fish. His boat-house is filled with a complete line of Chestnut’s 
canvas-covered canoes. From him you can secure launches for 
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private trips over Timagami, or outfits and guides for a trip even 
to Moose Factory and the salt waters of Hudson’s Bay, if you are 
venturesome enough for such a journey. Write Mr. R. D. Fraser, 
Bear Island P.O., Ontario. 


Timagami is certainly the paradise of the fisherman. Other 
waters may be fished out. Timagami and the hundreds of other 
lakes reached from Bear Island in a day or so still teem with fish. 
The fish found in these regions, coming as they do from these cool, 
clear waters are toothsome and gamey. Most sought for of course, 
is that “living arrow of the white-waters, whose food is the glancing 
butterfly,” the speckled trout (Salvelinus fontinalis). The rivers 
and streams between North Bay and Timagami are alive with these 
speckled beauties. Speckled trout to the number of 144, tipping the 
scales at Just one hundred pounds, caught by ten rods in something 
less than two hours is a representative catch in Timagami. In the 
Lady Evelyn region and the rivers running into the lake the trout 
run large and many are secured up to two pounds and over. No 
one with a good guide, and the necessary skill need leave Timagami 
without the full export quota of 50 pounds of speckled trout. 


Next in order, of course, comes that “inch for inch and pound for 
pound the gamiest fish that swims,” the small-mouthed black bass, 
(Miscopterus dolomieu). Everyone in Timagami has his favorite 
bass ground, but the fact remains that the black bass is distributed 
over the whole area of Timagami and surrounding lakes. They 
run from 10 to 20 inches in length, and scale from two to four pounds. 
No one should fail in securing his limit of eight in anything like a 
favorable day. Then comes that Lancelot among the fishes, the 
Great Lake Trout (Cristivomer Namaycush.) No matter how 
you may rave about the speckled trout and the black bass, the 
namaycush trout stands unrivalled in form, in color, in markings, in 
outline, and in flesh,—a synthesis of qualities making a perfect fish. 
Timagami and surrounding lakes are full of this lordly game fish. 
To take him is great sport; to look at him glistening on the floor of 
the canoe is a picture; but when the great pink slabs from his broad 
sides fall into the pan, and, sizzling and browned to a turn, are 
placed on your improvised table under the pine trees, the aroma 
rising, mingled with the odor of pine and balsams, to your tense and 
quivering nostrils, then it is not sport, nor picture can describe your 
feeling; it is simply the ecstasy of delight. When you remember that 
many specimens run to thirty pounds and over, that ten and fifteen 
pounds are frequent, and that five or six is a common day’s sport, 
you will have some appreciation of what gray trout fishing in 
Timagami means.

Then there is the common every-day dore (Stinzostedion Vitreum) 
locally called pickerel or wall-eyed pike, better called pike-perch, 
showing its relation to the Percidae and at the same time calling 
attention to its slender pike-like body. The flesh is firm and very 
flakey, white and of delicious flavor, and those who have to 
eat fish every day, and twice a day, during a holiday of nine or ten 
weeks will gladly turn from the delicate brook trout, the juicy and 
luscious black bass, or the rich grey trout to the flesh of the much 
overlooked pickerel. The limit is a dozen a day for each rod, and 
you will have no trouble in reaching that limit each day anywhere in 
Timagami, when still fishing with worm or minnow, or trolling with 
an ordinary light spoon. 


The lordly moose is Timagami’s show animal. In July and 
August they are often seen by the tourist swimming in Timagami’s 
water, or feeding on the lily pads of the small surrounding lakes. 
When the open season comes they are more wary, and have retreated 
to the ridges of the uplands, and not a little skill is necessary to get 
one. However, it is the proud boast of the Timagami guides 
that they have never allowed one hunter to return without a head 
for his pains, and many of them have been giants of their kind. 


The red deer is not found in any great numbers in the immediate 
neighborhood of Lake Timagami, but in the territory between 
North Bay and Timagami station they are found in abundance. 


The Ruffled grouse, commonly called willowed partridge, and the 
pine grouse are plentiful anywhere in the forest. You may kill them 
with a stick or stone as they run along the portages. Wild ducks 


nest all over the lake and during the summer it is a common sight to 
see mother and her fleet of ‘ducklings sailing within a few yards of 
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your canoe. Wild geese nest farther north, but Timagami waters 
are full of geese during the open season as they are on their way to 
the south. 


Outfitting rates in Timagami region are as follows:—Canoes: 75c. 
per day or $4.50 per week. Skiff: $1.00 per day or $6.00 per week. 
Tents: 35c. to 60c. per day. Blankets: 15c. per day. Cooking 
outfit: $1.50 to $3.00 per week. Guides: $4.00 per day. 


Timagami is a region which appeals especially to the camper. 
There is good accommodation, however, at the hotels and camps. 
(See list on page 46). 


The permanent camps, admirably situated and directed, are a 
feature of the region. Under careful guidance trips are made from 
headquarters through river and lake teeming with game fish, and 
the guests are placed in touch with Nature in the truest sense of 
the term. 


One of the most famous, as well as one of the oldest camps on the 
continent, is Keewaydin, an American camp in the heart of this 
Canadian wilderness. This camp, which was founded in 1893, 
is on Devil’s Island, in Lake Timagami, in the middle of Timagami 
Forest Reserve. To this camp come every year a large number of 
American boys—principally young fellows in the preparatory 
schools. Illustrated booklets, giving all particulars, may be had 
from the Director, Hon. A. 8. Gregg Clark, M.N.G.S., the Gunnery 
School, Washington, Conn. 


Wabi-Kon Camp appeals to adult guests who can here enjoy 
floored tents, comfortable dining-halls, and all the novelty and free- 
dom of camp life. It is controlled by the Wabi-Kon Camping Club 
and is situated on Timagami Island, Lake Timagami. It occupies 
the historic site of the old Hudson’s Bay Post, where over a hundred 
years ago the dusky Ojibways bartered their furs for the ‘Fire 
Sticks” and “Long knives” of the white man. With the exception 
of the Main Building, the camp is entirely under canvas, and consists 
of the following: Large club-tent where guests are provided with 
amusement when not engaged with the pleasures of the canoe and 
the fishing rod; a well-furnished dining tent with an open stone 
fireplace, well-equipped cooking quarters and a village of sleeping 
tents. Walled and floored tents only are used, and all are fitted up 
with a view to the comfort of guests. Acetylene gas is used for light- 
ing purposes. Guides, rowboats, canoes and gasoline launches are 
supplied. ‘The camp is in close proximity to the best fishing grounds 
on the lake, and is situated on a very fine sandy bathing beach. It 
is conducted so as to maintain a high standard of excellence in cuisine 
and service.

Camp Timagami is situated in the south arm of Lake Tima- 
gami, upon an island known to the Indians as “Mitawanga,” “the 
island with sandy beaches,” and is more generally known as Cochrane 
Camp. This camp, which was established in 1900, has acecommoda- 
tion for fifty boys. Younger boys form a separate division and are 
looked after with special care. The camp has some accommodation 
for adult friends or relations of the boys. Outfits for side-trips, 
skiffs or canoes, fishing accessories, etc, are provided from the 
camp stock. A daily mail service is conducted by the camp launch 
“Nancy.” This camp had the honor of accommodating and enter- 
taining Their Excellencies the Duke and Duchess of Devonshire, 
with members of their family and retinue during the visit of the vice- 
regal party to Timagami in 1917. An illustrated prospectus con-

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KAWARTHA LAKES 


The Kawartha Lakes, a chain which comprises Lakes Katche- 
wanooka, Clear, Stoney, Buckhorn, Chemong, Pigeon, Bald, 
Sturgeon, Cameron and Balsam, are among the most popular of 
Ontario’s vacation regions. They are easy of access, being reached 
through Peterborough, Lindsay, Lakefield, Coboconk and Fenelon 
Falls—all these points being within 100 miles of Toronto. Steam- 
boats connect with the Grand Trunk trains at Lakefield, Peterborough 
ane Lindsay, carrying the visitor to the principal resorts on the 

akes. 

The Kawartha Lakes are 600 feet above the level of Lake Ontario, 
and the climatic conditions are most agreeable and _ healthful. 
Every form of outdoor recreation may be indulged in, there being 
unlimited opportunities for sailing, canoeing and motor-boating, 
for bathing and for fishing, while the district is well served with 
good roads for motoring. Bass, maskinonge and salmon trout are 
caught in the large lakes, while there is good fishing for speckle- 
trout in the smaller lakes in the district. 


The Great lift lock on the steamboat route between Peterborough 
and Stoney Lake. 


Peterborough—Is in every sense an attractive city. The 
traveller may make arrangements for his sporting requisites here 
and find his every want well filled. Leaving Peterborough by 
steamboat the route lies through the Otonabee River for a short 
distance and the Trent Canal is entered. The boat and its passengers 
are raised in a few minutes a height of sixty-five feet by a marvel- 
lously constructed hydraulic lift lock, the highest lift of its kind in 
the world. A glorious panorama is presented from the elevation 
attained by the lock. The trip is continued through the canal to 
Lakefield. 


Lakefield—This is situated at the foot of Lake Katchewanooka 
and is the principal gateway to the eastern section of the lakes. 
The trains of the Grand Trunk run right down to the wharf and 
passengers and baggage are expeditiously transferred to the steam- 
boats which connect with all trains. The natty fast running 
steamers are soon making their way up the narrow and winding 
Lake Katchewanooka towards Clear and Stoney Lakes. 


Young’s Point—At the junction of Lakes Katchewanooka and 
Clear is Young’s Point. It is picturesquely situated, good farms 
being interspersed with unbroken forest. There are two hotels. 
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South Beach—This is the first point of call as the steamer, 
having left Young’s Point in its wake, makes its way steadily up 
Clear Lake. This lake is most appropriately named, being beauti- 
fully clear and silvery. It is five miles long and one mile wide and 
not a single island or rock projection is to be seen rising out of its 
whole expanse. South Beach House is a favorite resort. 

Kawartha Park—Near the Northern end of Clear Lake, and at 
the next calling point of the steamer, is Kawartha Park, where 
numerous summer cottages have been erected and also two hotels. 
It has one of the finest bathing beaches, as well as pure spring 
water. After leaving Kawartha Park Stoney Lake is entered. It 
is studded with eight hundred islands which rise from the bosom 
of the waters and present every shape and size which the mind 
could conceive. 

McCracken’s Landing—This is the first stop on the entrance 
into Stoney Lake. It is famous among the followers of Izaak 
Walton, the fishing grounds in the vicinity being particularly well 
stocked with sportive bass and lunge. Here is situated the Victoria

House, one of the best known resorts on the Lake, under most 
capable management and offering good accommodation. 

Juniper Island—tThis large island is situated in the centre of 
the lake opposite McCracken’s Landing. It is the central rendez- 
vous of the Stoney Lake cottagers and other summer visitors, 
having two hotels, large concert -hall, dancing pavilion, post office 
and general store and Government wharf. 

Viamede and Mount Julian—These resorts are reached after 
an hour’s sail from Juniper Island, passing through one of the 
loveliest sections of the lake. They are on what is known as the 
Burleigh Shore. Here rises stately Mount Julian, clothed in 
verdure, its summit commanding magnificent views of the lake- 
land region. In the shadow of the mount is the Viamede Hotel, 
surrounded by groves of giant trees through which the visitor may 
roam surrounded by all the charms of Nature’s out-of-doors. The 
hotel is modern in its appointments. Another hotel at this point is 
the Mount Julian, with accommodation for fifty people. 

Burleigh Falls—These falls are situated near the junction point 
of Stoney Lake with Lovesick Lake, on an island thirty-five acres 
in extent. They make their plunge directly in front of the Park 
Hotel, which is one of the headquarters in the “Highlands of 
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Ontario” for anglers and hunters. This hotel is open the year round, 
and has every convenience making for the comfort of the guest. 
There are cottages in connection with the hotel. The steamers 
call three times each day during the summer season. 

Breezes Island—This island is near the eastern shore of Stoney 
Lake and Boschink Narrows and within about a mile of White 
Lake, which provides some of the best bass fishing in Canada. 
There are two good resort houses; the ““Glenwood” and “Tulkenny”’. 

Crow’s Landing—This Landing is within three miles of the 
head of Stoney Lake. It faces an extensive expanse of water. 
The hotel is known as “Belvedere” with accommodation for sixty 
people. There is a commodious dancing pavilion managed by 
the cottager’s association. 

Hall’s Bridge—This is a pretty village on Buckhorn Lake, 
reached by driving from Lakefield or by steamer to Burleigh Falls, 
thence by launch or road. The “Buckhorn” and the “Windsor” 
are hotels open the year round, the territory adjacent being not

only a capital one for fishing and general summer outings, but is 
also a splendid hunting ground. 

Oak Orchard—This resort is situated in a park of oak trees 
overlooking Buckhorn Lake and Pigeon Lake. The hotel has 
accommodation for one hundred guests and is first class in appoint- 
ments and service, being greatly favored by visitors from the 
United States. It is reached by motor from Peterborough, a 
drive of fifteen miles over a good road. 

Lindsay—This is a thriving town. It is here the tourist takes 
the steamer for Sturgeon Point, Fenelon Falls, Rosedale, Coboconk, 
and all the intermediate resorts and camps on the hospitable shores 
of Sturgeon, Pigeon, Cameron and Balsam Lakes. 

Fenelon Falls—This picturesque village is situated immediately 
between Cameron and Sturgeon Lakes. The very best, of fishing 
is to be had here, and guides, boats, etc., may be obtained. The 
Hotel Kawartha, modern in every particular, overlooks the charming 
Fenelon River. 

Rosedale—Is situated on the shore of Balsam Lake, at the 
entrance of the Rosedale River. It is a much avored point and 
there is good accommodation. 

Coboconk—On Gull River, between Balsam Lake and Mud 
Turtle and Silver Lakes, furnishes good accommodation for tourists. 
The village is located on both sides of the river, and you can at any 
time lure your breakfast from the stream without a guide or boat. 
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Island-studded French River. 


LAKE NIPISSING AND FRENCH RIVER DISTRICT 


North Bay, situated on Lake Nipissing, 227 miles from Toronto 
is one of the Northern termini of the Grand Trunk Railway System. 
It is the gateway to a famed sporting region: the French River. 
Lake Nipissing itself is a vista of panoramic beauty, pleasing to the 
eye of the person interested in natural unspoiled scenery. The lake 
is dotted with islands, but the majority of them are to be found skirt- 
ing the eastern and southern shores. In the foreground they stand 
like silent sentinels, some with high projecting cliffs of rock, others 
with beaches of beautifully clear crystallized sand that gradually 
slope to meet the water; while back of it all is the shore line, in part 
high and rugged, with tall and majestic pines standing sharp and 
distinct against the sky, and again, farther on, low dense green 
foliage separated from the water by an even water-packed sand 
beach—making in all a wonderful picture, whether enveloped in the 
soft transparent light of the rising sun or standing out against the 
reddening glare of the day’s closing distant horizon. 


Among the islands all manner of fishing is to be found. Skirting 
the edges of the shoals that lie submerged among the islands, one 
finds the small-mouthed black bass. In the bays and among the 
weed beds there are the pike and the pickerel. Even off the pler at 
North Bay all kinds of fish can be caught, but it is among these 
islands that the real prize catches are made, and many an exciting 
battle has been fought with the battling maskinonge—lord of the 
fresh-water finny tribe. 


A few miles from North Bay, by steamer route, there opens into 
Lake Nipissing the French River. Not only is the French River 
district a beautiful one, but the fishing is so exceptionally good 
that many anglers never fail to spend their vacation upon its 
shores. It is here one breathes the invigorating, pine-perfumed 
ozone, the whiff of the spruce, and the health-giving air tonic 
of the balsam. It is here one witnesses a placid ever-moving 
river stream or, farther up, the swift, turbulent, foam-laden water 
of a rapids; and again, farther on, a mighty waterfall with high 
frowning walls of rock on either side, a veritable seething cauldron at 
the base, with the hues of the rainbow delicately reflected in the mist. 
The scenery is not by any means monotonous. There is a variety

capable of satisfying the person attracted by the beauties of running 
water in its varied moods, the vagaries of rock formation and 
endless undisturbed forests. 


There are fish galore. Small-mouthed black bass that make the 
rod tip to the water are to be found about the rapids, at the foot 
of the waterfalls, and upon the shoals with which this river abounds. 
Maskinonge range from fifteen to thirty pounds, and pickerel tip 
the scales at fifteen pounds. During the hunting season deer, 
moose and other large game abound, so that the attractions of the 
territory are not confined to the summer season. Those who do 
not care for the gaieties of the usual summer resorts, but prefer the 
free life of the open in a virgin wilderness could find no better place. 

The French River connects Lake Nipissing with the G eorgian Bay 
and has a total length of more than fifty miles. There are two main 
channels in the river, known as the Little and Big French, and almost

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countless minor ones. There are scores of rapids, most of which 
ean be run by canoeists of ordinary skill, while many small lakes 
can be reached and fished after short portages, the whole trip being 
made with perfect safety. 

The steamer “Northern Belle” takes the visitor from North Bay 
across Lake Nipissing to the mouth of the French River, a delightful 
sail of two hours, and then steams down the river to Chaudiere 
Falls, a distance of about fifteen miles, making stops at the various 
camps and resorts en route. 

The schedule of the ‘Northern Belle” is as follows during 
summer season ;— 

Leave North Bay, Mondays and Thursdays at 9.15 a.m. for Franks 
Bay, Leach’s Island, Satchel’s Narrows, Bourke’s Island, Solid 
Comfort Fishing Club, Scott’s Island, arriving Chaudiere F alls 
2.00 p.m. Returning leave Chaudiere Falls 2.30 p.m. arriving North 
Bay 7.40 p.m. On Wednesdays and Saturdays leave North Bay 
1.30 p.m. for Solid Comfort Fishing Club, arriving back at North 
Bay at 8.00 p.m. Tuesdays and Thursdays—Excursions and 
special trips. 

Chaudiere Falls is one of the most favored spots in the territory 
of the French River and Lake Nipissing. In addition to first-class 
accommodation, canoes, launches and all supplies may be obtained 
from this resort. For reservations, rates and other particulars 
communicate with Mr. J. A. Clark, Sturgeon Falls, Ontario. 

On Lake Nipissing, within a few miles of North Bay, is Kkervin 
Beach, with splendid bathing, boating and fishing facilities. At this 
point cottages are located where home-like accommodation is 
available. 

The French River is one of the few Canadian resorts where 
you may spend your holiday on a modern house-boat. Full 
particulars regarding these boats may be had on application to 
Kervin Bros., Callender, Ontario, who will also arrange for guides, 
boats, launches, tents, camping outfits, ete.

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LAKES COUCHICHING AND SIMCOE 


The town of Barrie, Ontario, sixty-four miles north of Toronto, 
is the centre from which the resorts on Lake Simcoe are reached. 
Steamboats serving the various points on the lake meet the trains 
of the Grand Trunk in the summer season. Lake Simcoe is thirty- 
five miles in length, and fifteen in breadth. It has a shore line of 
over 200 miles, and there are many resorts of especial charm, 
picturesquely situated overlooking its waters, including Jackson’s 
Point, Big Bay Point, De Grassi Point, Morton’s Park, Beaverton 
and Strawberry Island. The big lake offers opportunities for 
splendid yachting, fishing and cruising trips. 


Every Lake is a Bath Tub. 


Lake Couchiching, immediately to the north of Lake Simcoe. 
is a very gem among inland waters, and has been styled ‘The 
Geneva of Canada.’ The lake is about. twelve miles long and 
about five miles broad. The town of Orillia, eighty-six miles 
north of Toronto, is situated on the western shore of the picturesque 
lake. Within town limits are no less than thirteen miles of lake 
front, and along this are built many artistic and cosy summer 
homes and cottages. One of the principal attractions of the town, 
from a summer resort standpoint, is its beautiful fifteen-acre lakeside 
recreation ground, Couchiching Beach Park. The park beach 
supplies a very desirable bathing spot for children, and the town has 
erected modern and well fitted bathing houses for the use of the boys 
and girls respectively, and here the young people amuse themselves 
playing in the clean sand and in the water. Lakes Couchiching and 
Simcoe are connected by the Narrows, a beautiful strait about a mile 
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long. On this strait are three summer hotels and several boarding- 
houses, including the well-known Orchard Point Inn. 

Many of the waters around Orillia afford capital angling for the 
speckled or brook trout. In addition to the many open waters, 
there is, a short distance from the town, a trout preserve, which is 
restocked every spring, where for a small fee the angler can make 
certain of capital sport. Hotel list for Lakes Couchiching and

THE SEVERN RIVER 


Orillia, 86 miles north of Toronto, is the starting point for the 
splendid canoe trip down the Severn River, by which the waters of 
Lakes Couchiching and Simcoe find their way to the Georgian Bay. 
The Severn is about sixty miles long. Its navigation is neither very 
difficult nor very dangerous, yet the rapids along its course (some of 
them amounting almost to falls) add a spice of excitement, and 
when passed by portaging or by ‘‘shooting,” as the case may call for, 
give the satisfying sense of a difficulty surmounted. Many small 
streams empty into the Severn, so that by the time the river has run 
half its course it has swelled to noble proportions, and, in its lower 
reaches, is in places nearly half a mile wide. One of its earlier 
expansions is Sparrow Lake, a favorite resort, the shores of which are 
lined with summer cottages and boarding-houses. Beyond this 
point the river passes through a wild and uninhabited region, until 
it empties its waters into Georgian Bay at Port Severn, near the 
village of Waubaushene. The trip from Orillia to the Bay occupies 
from two to six days, according to the energy with which it is 
pushed and the time spent in fishing, etc., by the way. The 
return trip is usually made by rail from Waubaushene. 

Ninety-eight miles from Toronto, on the Severn River, is Washago, 
which affords some of the most delightful river scenery to be found 
anywhere in “The Highlands.” Short canoe trips, that occupy four 
or five hours, amid delightful scenery and in waters providing finest 
fishing, can be made from Washago. Riverdale Hall, located on the 
Severn River, about two and one-half miles from the village of 
Washago, is one of the most popular resorts in that district. Motor 
transportation is furnished guests between Washago Station and 
Riverdale Hall, when notice is given in advance. Address Riverdale 
Hall, Washago, Ont.

THE MAGANETAWAN RIVER 


Burk’s Falls and Maganetawan Wharf, Ontario (170 miles north 
of Toronto), are points of embarkation for the trip up the Maganeta- 
wan River, which drains a territory of about four thousand square 
miles and offers ideal canoe trips. The Maganetawan River Is just 
equidistant between the Muskoka Lakes and Lake Nipissing. This 
is a splendid sporting territory, with its wild and rugged scenery. 
There is a good steamboat service to the various points on the river. 
Great are the possibilities for canoeing opened up by the ramifica- 
tions of the numerous tributaries and their connected lake enlarge- 
ments. These streams can be ascended and descended in canoes 
amid the best of sport, while the eye is fascinated by the forest 
haunts. Hunting parties will be found in the Maganetawan River 
district every fall from every section of Canada and the United 
States. There is also excellent trout fishing and the best of bass 
and other game fish. In the days when the Indians were masters 
of all this country, this territory was a famous fishing and hunting 
region for the control of which various tribes contended. It still 
remains one of the best fishing and hunting sections in the country. 


Katrine, on the Grand Trunk, four miles south of Burk’s Falls, is 
also a favored point in this very attractive district. It is situated 
about one-quarter of a mile from Doe Lake, an enlargement of the 
Maganetawan River. Doe Lake is nine miles long and from one- 
half to two miles wide. The lake is a beautiful sheet of water, 
sheltered on all sides by gently sloping wooded hills, with good 
sandy beaches for bathing. There are three small islands in the 
lake, covered with spruce, fir and birch, ideal spots for summer homes. 
Black bass, pickerel and perch are plentiful, and there is good speck- 
led trout fishing in the tributaries emptying into this lake. Good 
deer hunting in season. There is a boat landing for gasoline 
launches within 100 yards of Katrine Station. There are also ten 
motor boats and an ample supply of canoes on the lake which can 
be rented. Good boarding-houses are available. Communicate 
with any of the following: Mr. W. M. Roehl, Mr. Thomas Langland, 
Mr. Frank Nellis.

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A NEW SPORTING TERRITORY 


The extension of railway lines develops new fields for the hunter, 
fisherman and the tourist. With the construction of the trans- 
continental line of the Canadian National Railways from Quebec 
West to Winnipeg vast new districts have been opened up where 
game and fish are found in abundance. These regions are in 
Northern Quebec, Northern Ontario and Eastern Manitoba and 
their innumerable rivers, streams, lakes and endless stretches of forest 
are attracting sportsmen from every section of the continent. Moose 
heads, having a spread of fifty-eight inches with twenty-nine points. 
have been taken in these territories. The railway skirts the 
Northern end of the famed Lake Nipigon. It is quite common to 
catch speckled trout in these waters weighing from two to seven 
pounds. 

In conjunction with the Grand Trunk Railway and the Temiskam- 
ing and Northern Ontario Railway through express trains are oper- 
ated from Toronto to Winnipeg, passing through the heart of these 
wonderful sporting districts. Full particulars regarding guides, 
routes, etc., will be sent on application to Mr. F. C. Armstrong, 
Sportsman’s Guide, Canadian National Railways, Cochrane, Ont.

LAKE HURON AND ST. CLAIR RIVER 


The eastern and southern coasts of Lake Huron have developed 
wonderfully in recent years and afford ideal conditions to the 
tourist. The attractions in these districts appeal to families and 
those desiring rest and recreation in the quietude of a lakeside town 
or village. The bathing beaches are sandy and quite safe for 
children; the air is pure, the boating is capital, and in most of the 
places good fishing may be had. 


Goderich.—On the East shore of Lake Huron is Goderich, 
standing 120 feet above lake level. A delightful summer resort. 
Splendid roads for autoing. Cool lake breezes at night. No 
mosquitoes or black flies. Fine fishing, bowling, lawn tennis, 
and a magnificent system of parks beautifully shaded and restful. 
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Kincardine has one of the most delightful locations on the shores 
of Lake Huron. The accommodation for summer tourists is good. 
Cottages may be obtained. The beach is a very fine, hard, sandy 
stretch, providing good bathing. 


Port Elgin has a beach that for miles is level, hard and sandy, 
forming a perfect pathway for pedestrians or vehicles. Port Elgin 
is the home of the famous Paradise Mineral Water Spring, nearly 
2,000 feet deep. 


Southampton each season sees newcomers who have been 
attracted by its natural beauty. There is capital fishing, salmon 
trout and whitefish predominating. The bathing beach is safe, with 
a fine sandy bottom. The hotel accommodation is good. In 
addition to the hotels there are a large number of cottages, some 
connected with the hotels, others owned privately, all located on the 
beach and hidden among the cedars which line the shore. They 
are lighted with electricity and supplied with water from the town. 


Attractive Camping Spots on the Lake Shore. 


Oliphant is fast becoming one of the most popular summer 
resorts on the Great Lakes. It is situated about seven miles from 
Wiarton, and from the latter place is easily accessible by stage or 
motor-car. There are in all about thirty islands in the Oliphant 
group within a radius of three miles, all of which are occupied by 
cottages and camps during the summer months. There are in 
addition about 75 furnished cottages situated on the mainland, many 
of which can be obtained at reasonable rates. Unsurpassed bathing 
beaches. 

Five miles north from Oliphant is Golden Valley. A large board- 
ing-house and a few cottages are situated here. For information, 
communicate with Mrs. John Ashcroft, Howden Vale P.O. Pike 
Bay, five miles north, is one of the best places on the Lake Huron 
shore for bass and perch fishing. Good accommodation is obtain- 
able, boat, livery, ete. Apply to Dan Stewart, Pike Bay P.O. 

Grand Bend, situated sixteen miles from Exeter and fourteen 
miles from Park Hill, Ont., has seventy-five cottages, augmented by 
three hotels. 


Sarnia, Ont.—Sarnia, with its interesting surroundings, has 
many attractions as a summer resort, having the shipping of 
America’s fresh-water seas passing in full view. Many delightful 
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trips can be made from Sarnia by water. Steamers ply twice daily 

by the beautiful St. Clair River route through the St. Clair Flats, 

“Venice of America,” and Lake St. Clair and the Detroit River to 

Detroit. The steamers of the Northern Navigation Company give 

sn service to Sault Ste. Marie, Port Arthur, Fort William and 
uluth. 


Lake Huron Beach is situated three miles above Sarnia, and 
is reached by trolley car. The Lake Huron Hotel is here located. 
Directly in front of the hotel is a magnificent bathing beach. Con- 
tiguous to the hotel is a large dancing pavilion. Nearby is a well- 
kept golf course. 

Lake Huron Park is an ideal camping place. Adjoining Lake 
Huron Park is Wees Beach, where the Grand View Hotel offers 
accommodation for one hundred guests. A number of cottages are 
also available. Woodrowe Beach, one and one-half miles north of 
the town of Sarnia, and accessible by trolley cars, is largely a family 
resort. There are thirty cottages located at this beach, with a 
commodious dining hall. The cottages are rented furnished. 
This is a convenient place for a summer home, with pure air, good 
safe bathing, fine fishing and the best of boating. The cottages are 
lighted by electric light and have every convenience. The golf 
grounds, croquet lawns, tennis court and bowling greens are free to 
the cottagers. 


NIAGARA FALLS 


The passage of time has not detracted from the sublime spectacle 
afforded by this famous cataract, nor has it lessened the number of 
visitors who are annually drawn to the banks of the gorge to witness 
the waters of Lake Erie come tumbling in one grand plunge over a 
precipice, one hundred and sixty-four feet in height, in their mad 
rush towards the ocean, by way of Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence 
River. While there are waterfalls of greater height, the immense 
volume of water, and the sheer descent of the unbroken plunge, give 
to Niagara a sublimity which height alone cannot impart. The 
tumultuous rapids above the falls, and the deep gorge below, add 
not a little to the grandeur of the scene, while the historic traditions 
associated with the entire neighborhood render a visit to Niagara an. 
event which is remembered as long as life lasts. 


To describe Niagara is impossible. The finest writers in the 
English language are compelled to acknowledge the feebleness of 
words in attempting to convey to their readers an impression of the 
spectacle. 

This wonderful beauty spot will be guarded from desecration for 
all time. The Canadian and United States authorities have taken 
active measures to see that this shall be so. They have, indeed, 
greatly improved the territory in the immediate vicinity of the Falls, 
creating two of the most delightful of parks. 


It is difficult to improve on nature; but at Niagara, without 
spoiling the natural attractions, they have made the Falls pleasanter 
for man’s enjoyment by a variety of devices. One of the most 
successful is the electric illumination of the cataracts at night. 
Here is earth’s grandest theatre for stage effects. As daylight fades 
and the dusk of evening blots out the landscape, the lights on the 
bridges and on either shore appear, but leave the great gulf in 
shadow. Suddenly a shaft of intense light falls athwart the face of 
the two great Falls. From another direction comes another and 
still another. The details of down-pouring flood, of rock and tree 
and shrub, are revealed, wonderfully vivid against the background of 
blackness. The great batteries of lights are scientifically placed and 
skilfully concealed; but the illumination which their reflectors send 
upon the Falls, and sweep up and down the surrounding shores, 
lights up the scene with ten million candle-power. It is a fascinating 
and satisfying exhibition, and adds greatly to the evening enjoyment 
of the visitor. The Falls are illuminated from June Ist to October 
Ist.

PLAYGROUNDS Grand Trunk Railway System 


THE THOUSAND ISLANDS AND LAKE ONTARIO 


The main line of the Grand Trunk Railway between Toronto 
and Montreal skirts the north shores of Lake Ontario and the St. 
Lawrence River and provides ready access to the many fine resort 
districts in that great territory. Of these the Thousand Islands 
district is, of course, the best known, enjoying a world-wide reputa- 
tion. The Thousand Islands are reached through Kingston, Ganan- 
oque, Brockville and Prescott. From these points you may reach, 
by the various launch and boat services, all the portions of this 
summer playground. 


The Thousand Islands begin near Kingston, at the outlet of 
Lake Ontario, and extend some forty miles down the river to 
Brockville. They present everything conceivable in the way 
of an island, from a bare rock a yard across to islands covering 
many acres, some heavily wooded, some covered merely with 
grass, some cultivated as farms, some containing beautiful summer 
residences and hotels. Many islands are hilly, while others scarcely 
rise above the water’s surface. 


Among the Thousand Islands 


In a region of such a nature, boating and fishing are naturally 
the leading recreations, and the wide channel of the St. Lawrence 
River, with a current of less than two miles in the vicinity of Round 
Island, offers every opportunity for a thorough enjoyment. of 
these pastimes. The stream teems with the gamest of fish, such as 
black bass, pickerel, maskinonge, etc. Connected with the hotels 
are boats with experienced oarsmen. These “St. Lawrence River 
Skiffs,”” as they are called, have beauty of line, strength, comfort, 
lightness, ease of handling and swift sailing qualities. They seat 
two persons and the oarsman, and are equipped with all the appur- 
tenances for fishing and cooking, the oarsmen being adept at both 
arts. (Hotel list on page 46.) 


The Bay of Quinte.—The picturesque Bay of Quinte is one of 
the finest fishing grounds in Lake Ontario, and is also renowned for 
its bathing and swimming facilities. It is reached through Trenton 
and Belleville, on the main line of the Grand Trunk, and there is 
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good hotel accommodation at these points. It has been estimated 
that thirty species of fish may be caught in the Bay, two of these are 
by common consent “game fish,’ the maskinonge and the black 
bass. Maskinonge weighing as much as fifty-four pounds have been 
taken here, but the usual weight runs between ten and thirty 
pounds. Good fish of this class are caught in considerable numbers. 
The greatest weight ever attained by the small-mouth black bass in 
this section is six pounds, but occasionally large-mouth black bass 
are taken weighing eight or nine pounds. Pike, perch or dore also 
provide good sport. 


St. Anne de Bellevue.—Twenty miles by the Grand Trunk 
Railway from the City of Montreal lies the charming village of 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue, on the banks of the Ottawa River, and within 
a short distance of the confluence of the Ottawa and St. Lawrence 
Rivers. Fishing in the waters at and in very close proximity to 
Ste. Anne’s is exceptionally good. Black bass and _ wall-eyed 
pike (locally known as “dore’—meaning in French, “the golden’) 
are the most plentiful, while the lordly maskinonge, the prince of 
game fish, is found in abundance during the open season; in fact, 
the maskinonge grounds, which lie something like seven miles below 
Ste. Anne’s, and are easy of access from the village, are believed to 
be the very best in Canadian waters. Good hotel accommodation 
may be had at moderate rates. 


Cobourg.—Among the resorts on Lake Ontario is Cobourg, a 
town of between 5,000 and 6,000 people. It is here the well-known 
Car Ferry Line of the Grand Trunk Railway System has its Canadian 
terminus, and many tourists from the United States use this route 
to enter the Dominion. Back from Cobourg, on Rice Lake, is Har- 
wood and Gore Landing, 15 and 12 miles stage journey, respectively, 
both of which places have good hotel accommodation and afford fine 
fishing and shooting in season. 


The car ferry line to Cobourg is one of the favored means of 
making the journey to the Kawartha Lakes, which are easily 
reached from Cobourg and Port Hope by Grand Trunk line.

The “Highlands of Ontario,” in particular, offer splendid oppor- 
tunities to the camper. This great lakeland territory is for the most 
part in its natural, unspoiled condition. There are literally 
thousands of lakes, and these are linked together by streams affording 
the canoeist a choice of highways such as are to be found in no other 
section of the continent. There are ideal sites available on the 
shores of every lake, and these may be occupied without charge of any 
kind. The visitor may camp on one of the islands and be in a veri- 
table kingdom of his own. While camping in this beautiful wilderness, 
campers may still be in touch with the outside world, if they so 
desire, and within easy paddling distance of the outfitting stores, 
postal and telegraph offices, enjoying fresh provisions and daily mail . 
service. 

The outfitting facilities are of the best kind and everything 
requisite for a trip may be purchased or rented at such tourist gate- 
ways as Algonquin Park Station and Joe Lake Station, Ont. (for the 
Algonquin Provincial Park of Ontario), Huntsville, Ont. (for the 
Lake of Bays), Gravenhurst and Bracebridge, Ont. (for the Muskoka 
Lakes), Peterboro, Lakefield and Lindsay, Ont. (for the Kawartha 
Lakes), Hudson’s Bay Post, Bear Island, Ont. (for Timagami Forest 
Reserve), Burk’s Falls, Ont. (for the Maganetawan River), North 
Bay, Ont., (for Lake Nipissing and the French River), and Penetang 
(for the 30,000 Islands of the Georgian Bay.) 

Many of the resort hotels and boarding houses (see list in this 
publication) have tent colonies attached to their property, the 
visitor living under canvas but taking his meals at the hotel. 


There are also permanent camps for adults, for boys and fol 
girls in desirable locations. The campers get practical training in 
swimming, canoeing, fishing, camping and woodlore. They learn 
how to pitch a camp, how to cook over a camp-fire, how to travel, 
sleep and take care of themselves in the woods. Frequent short and 
long canoeing and camping trips are taken under.careful guidance. 
In this way beautiful lakes are paddled over, delicious trout are 
caught and cooked over the open camp-fire, woodland trails are 
explored, deer, moose, beaver, mink, partridge, loons, ducks and 
other wild life are seen and photographed; the evening camp-fire is 
built after a day of delightful activity amid primitive beauty, and 
around its cheerful glow, songs are sung, stories are told, and then 
all, rolling up in their woollen blankets, “rest their sleepy heads and 
happy hearts on balsam beds.”

FOUR GREAT CANADIAN CITIES 


Montreal, Toronto, Ottawa and Quebec are among the most 
attractive of cities, and a splendid tour can be planned to take 
in these points, visiting the Dominion’s summer resorts en route. 


Ottawa.—Considered with its charming surroundings, Ottawa 
is one of the most beautiful capitals in the world. The Ottawa 
River, having plunged over the Chaudiere Falls, settles and sweeps 
majestically past the Parliament Buildings to join the great St. 
Lawrence on its way to the sea. The new home of the Dominion 
Parliament was opened in January, 1920. There are miles upon 
miles of beautiful drives, which take one to the interesting Experi- 
mental Farm, Government House and many noteworthy points. 
Within a short railway journey of Ottawa is the wonderful Algonquin 
Park of Ontario. The “Chateau Laurier’ at Ottawa, built by the 
Grand Trunk Railway System, is undoubtedly one of the finest 
hotels on this continent, not only architecturally, but also in regard 
to its general appointments. 


Toronto.—The opportunities for recreation and amusement 
in and around Toronto are ample. The city parks, covering 2,000 
acres in all, are well situated and suitably maintained. The 
natural surroundings of Toronto are exceptionally beautiful, particu- 
larly the Rosedale ravines and the Humber and Don River valleys. 
Drives and parks systems are being planned which will preserve 
for the public at least some of their beauties. The Island, across 
the Bay, is within easy reach of the city and provides an attractive 
and cool resort during the summer months. The Bay and Lake 
furnish every possible opportunity for boating in summer; ice- 
boating on the Bay in winter is a very popular sport. The city 
is provided with several large theatres and many auditoriums and 
halls; among the latter are Massey Hall, which is much used for 
concerts and seats 2,000 people, and the Arena, which is used for 
large public gatherings and serves as an artificial ice rink in winter. 
Golf, tennis, bowling and other athletic clubs of all kinds are 
numerous and well appointed. 


Montreal, the commercial metropolis of the Dominion of 
Canada, is situated on the south shore of the island bearing the 
same name, and at the base of a beautiful eminence known as 
Mount Royal, from which both the city and island derive their 
name. The population to-day is about 750,000. Montreal offers 
unlimited attractions for sight-seeing and visiting the districts that 
are part of the history of the American continent. 


Quebec.—Thousands of visitors make the journey to the historic 
City of Quebec each year. Its history dates back to the times of 
Jacques Cartier, who discovered Canada in 1535, and to the regime 
of the great Champlain, who founded the city in 1608, and there are 
on every hand landmarks of the stormy days when two nations 
battled for supremacy. Many of the noted litterateurs of the world 
have written volumes descriptive of this garrison city. 
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GREAT LAKES CRUISES 


A voyage over Lakes Huron and Superior, those great fresh water 
seas, makes one of the most popular of vacation trips. The fleet of 
the Northern Navigation Company (Grand Trunk route), sailing 
from Detroit and Sarnia to Sault Ste. Marie, Port Arthur and Duluth 
offer the maximum in comfort, service and safety. 


The flagship of this mighty fleet, the ‘““Noronic,” has state-room 
accommodation for five hundred and eighty-eight people, and has 
six decks—all of steel. There are Writing Rooms, Drawing Rooms, 
Convention Halls, and Observation and Music Rooms, which are 
used in the evenings as Assembly Halls and Ball Rooms. There are 
Smoking Rooms and Barber Shops. Other ships of the fleet are the 


‘*S.S. Noronic’’ passing through the Locks at the Soo. 


“Hamonic,”’ which accommodates three hundred and thirty-two 
passengers, and the ‘“Huronic,” accommodating one hundred and 
eighty passengers. From Toronto special Grand Trunk steamboat 
trains make direct rail connection with the vessels at Sarnia, Ont. 
The round trip over the Great Lakes occupies six days. The 
traveller finds each hour filled with ever changing interest. There 
is the charm of the daily life on shipboard, the thrilling experience of 
passing through the locks at Sault Ste. Marie, the day ashore at 
Canada’s Twin Cities, Fort William and Port Arthur, and the visit 
to Duluth, the city built upon the mountain side. 


CANADIAN NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


The City of Toronto is the cbjective point for all traffie for the 
“Highlands of Ontario’’—a beautiful City full of interest to the tourist 
and sightseer. Each year, during the latter part of the summer, Canada’s 


National Exhibition, which is considered to be the best annual affair on 
the continent, is held here, and is well worth a visit. In 1920 the 
Exhibition will be held from August 28th to September 11th.

FISH AND GAME LAWS 


The Laws Summarized Here are Subject to Change without notice. 


PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 


Any non-resident of the Province of Ontario desiring to angle in the waters 
of the Province must first obtain an angling permit, the fee for which shall be 
$2.00 per rod, said permits to be good until the 31st of December of the calendar 
year and must be produced by the person angling when required to do so by the 
Overseer or other official authority. When remaining on their own boats and not 
temporarily residing at hotels or boarding-houses, or living in their own cottages, 
the fee is $5.00 per rod. The holder of such permit shall be entitled to take with 
him, when leaving the Province, the lawful catch of two days’ fishing, when the 
coupon accompanying the permit is attached to the receptacle containing the fish, 
otherwise the fish will be hable to confiscation. 

Permits may be obtained from officers of Game and Fisheries or from the Deputy 
Minister of Game and Fisheries, Toronto, Ont. Persons acting as guides for 
hunting or fishing parties must take out licenses. 


FISHING—OPEN SEASON 

Bass.—June 16th to December 31st (vicinity of Point Pelee, July 16th to 
May 23rd following year), both days inclusive. Not more than eight may be 
caught in any one day by any person. 

Lake Trout, Grey Trout, White Fish and Salmon Trout.—November 6th to 
October 4th following year, in waters where fishing with gill nets is not permitted. 
In waters other than those of the Great Lakes, Georgian Bay, North Channel, 
where commercial fishing with gill nets is permitted, the open season is from 
December Ist to October 4th of the following year, both days inclusive. All 
trout under two pounds must be returned to the water uninjured. 

Maskinonge.—June 16th to December 31st, both days inclusive. Only four 
may be taken in one day by any person. 

Speckled Trout and Brown Trout—May Ist to September 14th following year, 
both days inclusive. No one shall fish for or take speckled trout or brown trout 
otherwise than by angling. No one shall fish for, catch or kill in any of the waters 
of the Province in one day by angling, or shall carry away a greater number of 
speckled trout or brown trout than in the aggregate shall weigh more than ten 
pounds, and no greater number than thirty speckled trout or brown trout though 
said number weigh less than ten pounds. 

Rainbow or other Pacific Trout—May Ist to September 14th following, both 
days inclusive. No one shall fish for or take rainbow trout or other Pacific trouts 
otherwise than by angling. No one shall fish for, catch or kill in any of the waters 
of the Province in one day by angling or shall carry away a greater number than six 
rainbow or other Pacific trouts. The sale or export of speckled trout, brown trout, 
rainbow or other Pacific trouts, no matter where procured, is prohibited, provided, 
however, that any non-resident angler fishing in waters of the Province under a 
permit may upon leaving the Province take away the lawful catch of two days’ 
fishing, such catch to be accompanied by the shipping coupon furnished with, and 
detached from his permit. 

Pickerel.—In the waters of the Great Lakes, Georgian Bay, North Channe! and 
connecting waters there shall be no close season for pickerel (dore). In the other 
waters of the Province to the southward of, but not including, French River, Lake 
Nipissing, and Mattawa River, open season June 16th to April 14th following year, 
both days inclusive, and in the other waters of the Province to the north and 
northwest of and including the said French River, Lake Nipissing and Mattawa 
River, open season May 16th to April 14th following year. 

No one shall fish for, catch or kill in any of the waters of the Province in one day 
by angling a greater number than twelve pickerel. 


HUNTING—OPEN SEASON 

LICENSE.—Non-residents may not hunt any bird or animal without a license, 
and such license must have endorsed on it the signature of the person to whom it is 
granted. Such license is for one season only, and the fee is $25 to hunt deer, 
moose, caribou and all other kinds of game in season. License may be secured on 
application to the Deputy Minister of Game and Fisheries Toronto, Ontario. 
Resident deer hunter’s license is $3.00 and for moose, reindeer or caribou is $5.00. 

Deer, Moose, Reindeer or Caribou.—In the Highlands of Ontario, November 5th 
to November 20th, both days inclusive. In the territory north and west of the 
French and Mattawa Rivers, October 25th to November 30th, both days inclusive. 
Only one deer, moose, reindeer, or caribou may be taken in one season by one person. 
No cow moose, or young moose, reindeer or caribou, under the age of one year, may 
be killed. Deer, moose, reindeer or caribou may not be carried or transported unless 
a license shipping coupon is attached. No person shall shoot these animals while 
they are in the water. 

Wild Geese, Duck, Plover, and Snipe.—Open season. Duck of all kinds or any 
other water fowl, the 1st day of September to the 15th day of December, both days 
inclusive. 

Quail, Pheasant, Grouse.—Ciose season until further notice. 

Hare.—October 15th to November 15th, both days inclusive, and from December 
23rd to January 2nd. 

Capercailzie.—May not be taken or killed until further notice. 

Prairie Fowl.—October 15th to November 15th, both days inclusive. 

Wild Turkeys.—November 1st to November 15th, both days inclusive. 

Woodcock.—October 15th to November 15th, both days inclusive. 

Insectivorous Birds.—May not be caught, killed or sold, or had in possession 
without a permit, except hawks, crows, blackbirds and English sparrows. 

Squirrels (Black and Grey).—No open season. 

Black-breasted and golden plover, Wilson or Jack snipe, and the greater and 
eee yellow-legs, lst day of September to the 15th day of December, both days 
inclusive. 

Partridge.—November 5th to November 30th, both days inclusive.

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 
FISHING—OPEN SEASON 


Salmon.—May list to July 31st. Fly fishing, May 1st to Aug. 15th inclusive. 
Salmon Trout.—December 2nd to October 14th, following year. 
Ouananiche.—Dec. 1st to Sept. 30th following year, both days inclusive. 
Speckled Trout.—May 1st to September 30th, both days inclusive. 

Large Gray Trout.—Dec. 2nd to Oct. 14th following year, both days inclusive. 

Pickerel.—April 15th to May 14th, both days inclusive. Under 15 inches in 
length must be returned to the water uninjured. 

Bass.—June 16th to March 31st following year, both days inclusive. Under 9 
nches in length must be returned to the water uninjured. 

Maskinonge.—June 16th to April 14th following year, both days inclusive. 
Under 24 inches in length must be returned to the water uninjured. 

Whitefish December 2nd to November 9th following year, both days inclusive. 

Smelt.—July 1st to March 31st. 

Dore.—May 16th to April 14th following year, both days inclusive. (15 inches 
is minimum length.) 

Sturgeon.—1st July to May 31st following year, both days inclusive. Under 
36 inches in length must be returned to the water uninjured. 

No person who is not domiciled in the Province of Quebec can fish in the lakes 
and rivers under control of the Government of this Province, not actually under 
lease, without previously having obtained a permit to that effect. Such permit is 
only valid to the person therein indicated. 

The fee required is $10.00 for all non-residents and non-members of any club, or 
wate for any non-resident member of a duly incorporated club, lessee of fishing 
rights. 

For salmon fishing the fee is $25.00 for all non-residents, whether members or 
non-members of a club leasing a salmon river or part thereof. 


HUNTING—OPEN SEASON 


Deer.—September Ist to November 30th, both days inclusive. Only two deer 
may be taken in one season by one person. 

Caribou.—September 20th to December 31st, both days inclusive. Only two 
caribou may be taken in one season by one person. It is forbidden to hunt, kill 
or take at any time, fawns or any young up to the age of one year. 

Moose.—September 20th to December 31st, both days inclusive, except 
in Counties of Pontiac and Temiskamingue, where the hunting of moose 
will be allowed from 10th September to 31st. December. Only one moose 
may be taken in one season by one person. It is forbidden to hunt, kill or 
take at any time a cow moose, orfawnsor any young up to the age of one year. 

Beaver.—From November 1st to April 1st, in each year. 

Mink, Martin, Pekan, Skunk and Lynx.—November 1st to March 31st, both 
days inclusive. 

Otter.—November 1st to March 3lst, both days inclusive. F 

Hare.—November 15th to January 31st following year, both days inclusive. 

Bear.—August 20th to June 30th following year, both days inclusive. 

Muskrat.—November lst to April 1st, both days inclusive. 

Woodcock, Snipe, Plover, Curlew, Tatler and Sandpiper.—October 1st to 
January 31st following year, both days inclusive. 

Birch or Spruce Partridge.—Sept. lst to Dec. 15th, both days inclusive. 

Dueks. Sheldrake, loon and grills, widgeon, teal, September 1st to January Ist 
the following year, both days inclusive. ‘ 

Non-residents cannot hunt in this Province without having previously obtained 
a license to that effect. For each license the fee is $25.00 for the whole season, and 
is not transferable. Fee for members of incorporated clubs, $10.00.

HOW TO PLAN YOUR TOUR 


From points in the Southern States, passengers reach the Grand Trunk Railway 
at Detroit or Niagara Falls. From Chicago, passengers are carried over the main 
line of the Grand Trunk by way of Port Huron and Toronto. From points east 
and South of Buffalo, including the States of New York, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Maryland, etc., the route is by way of Niagara Falls, thence Grand 
Trunk. Passengers from Quebec, Portland, Boston and all New England points 
reach the main line of the Grand Trunk Railway at Montreal, travelling thence 
to Toronto. Travellers from the Maritime Provinces reach the Grand Trunk at 
Montreal via the Canadian National Railways. 


Any Grand Trunk Agent (see list on page 48) will gladly assist you in planning 
your trip. 


No Passports.—Tourists from the United States need no passports to enter or 
leave Canada. 


CUSTOMS ARRANGEMENTS.—Persons visiting Canada for a limited period 
may bring with them guns, fishing tackle, tents, camp equipment, cameras, 
bicycles, ete., required for personal use, and such articles must be reported to 
Canada Customs Inspector when baggage is inspected, and an amount equal to 
the duty deposited thereon, which amount will be refunded, if the articles are 
exported from Canada within six months, providing the articles are reported to 
a Canada Customs Inspector at the time of exportation. 


The Customs examination should be attended to at the first port of entry to 
Canada, but baggage may be bonded to stations in Canada where a Customs 
Offcer is located, and for the convenience of passengers, Customs Inspectors are 
located at Muskoka Wharf, Huntsville, Timagami and Burk’s Falls during the 
summer season. 


There is also a Canada Customs Inspector stationed at Chicago (Dearborn 
Station); and Portland, Me., to examine baggage for Canada. U.S. Customs 
Inspectors for the examination of baggage for the United States are located at 
Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa, London, Quebec and Levis (Muskoka Wharf during 
the summer season). 


BAGGAGE ARRANGEMENTS.—Sportsmen—For sportsmen and campers, 
singly or in parties, hunting or fiishng expeditions, one hundred and fifty (150) 
pounds of baggage and camping outfits will be checked free of charge on each full 
ticket, and seventy-five (75) pounds on each half ticket, provided it consists of 
wearing apparel, sportsmen’s and camper’s outfits, such as tents, small bundles of 
bedding, camp utensils, etc., packed in proper receptacles, such as boxes with 
handles, or trunks, so that they can be checked, piled and handled as ordinary 
baggage. 


Furniture, barrels, bags of flour, or like bulky articles of that nature, also 
articles containing liquids of any kind, will not be checked as baggage, but must 
be sent by express or freight. 


Guns in wooden, canvas or leather case may be taken into passenger cars, but 
if not protected, they must be conveyed in the baggage car at owner’s risk. Canoes, 
not exceeding eighteen feet in length, when accompanied by sportsmen or campers, 
will be checked subject to same charges as for one hundred (100) pounds excess 
baggage—minimum charge $1.00. Campers’ outfits, etc., carried only at owner’s 
risk, 


The foregoing baggage arrangements do not apply to points in United States. 


DOGS.—The charge for the transportation of each dog (not exceeding $25 in 
value), when accompanied by the owner and provided with collar and chain, is 
the same as for 100 pounds excess baggage, with a minimum charge of 25 cents. 


When properly crated or boxed, dogs will be checked through at regular excess 
baggage rate for gross weight of crate and dog or dogs, minimum 100 pounds, with 
a minimum charge of 25 cents. All dogs will be carried at owner’s risk.
